OTTAWA, Noy. 11.—-Throughout 
Canada todsay the Great Silence 
will again descend when, at 11 
o'clock citizens repair to cenotaph 
and memorial, there to pay tribute 
to the memory of the nation’s sac- 
rifices in the Great War. For two 
minutes the activities of the Dom- 
inion will be hushed, a progressive 
period of silence from Cape Breton 
to Vancouver Island the time 
change sees one section of the coun- 
try end its observance, only to be 
taken up by enother. 

A day of re-dedication to the 
well-being of Canada, November 11 
is the most notable date in modern 
history, for on that day 17 years 
‘o the Great War came to an end 
fore than 70,000 Canadians gave 
their lives either in the conflict or 
as a result of it. And it is this 
number, together with those whom 
the war bereaved, that the nation 
remembers.

REMEMBRANCE DAY 
Seventeen years ago today “the bugles sang 
truce,” quiet settled along the trenches—and 
from Paris to Tokio and from London to Mel- 
bourne, people in every town and hamlet in 
every civilized land broke into spontaneous cele- 
bration. If in the enemy countries the Armistice 


was hailed with less acclaim than in Allied and 
neutral states, there also it was welcomed as 
the end of the most frightful experience the 
mind could conceive. 

There was no room for doubt that day as to 
what men and. women everywhere thought 
about war. The glamor had long since been 
stripped away, and only the ugly realities 
remained, The universal feeling was one of

WHY NOT? 

Edmonton was favored last week with 
seventeen inches of snow, added to a few inches 
Still remaining from the previous fall.

WASHINGTON GOT THE 
MONEY 

Canada's export cattle trade has swung 
back from Great Britain to the United States 
for the reason, of course, that price 
there, better to the Canadian farmer even after 
the excessive tariff tax has been paid 

In the first ten months of this year, 117,000 
head of Canadian cattle found their way across 
the border. Of these 100,000 were heavy cattle, 
the rest calves. The duty on an anima! weigh- 
ing over 700 pounds is 3 cents per pound A 
1000 pound steer thus has to pay $33 duty be- 
fore the grower in Canada gets anything of the 
proceeds from its sale in the United States. On, 
100,000 head shipped from Canadian farms and 
ranches, the Government of the United States 
collected $3,300,000 before the sellers collected 
anything. 

This duty was paid by the beef consumer 
in the United States. He paid it because it was 
cheaper to buy Canadian cattle at Canadian 
prices and pay the duty than to buy United 
States cattle at the famine prices brought about 
by drought and crop curtailment. Had the duty 
been less he would have paid as much for his 
beef, and therefore for the cattle—since the 
price of U.S. cattle made the market. But less

A standing argument against a reciprocal 
trade agreement with the United States has 
been that it could do the Canadian farmer no 
good. The reply is that in the past ten ménths 
the lack of such an agreement has deprived 
the Canadian farmer of a substantial share of 
the $3,300,000 which the United States con- 
sumer paid for Canadian cattle over and above 
what the growers of the cattle got for them. 

Premier King returned unexpectedly from 
Washington, after conferring with President 
Roosevelt, to put the reciprocity outlook before 
the members of his cabinet. The inference may 
be drawn that a Liberal Premier and a Demo- 
cratic President found themselves in agreement 
as to the urgency of lifting the trade blockade 
as early-as possible. The Canadian cattle- 
grower is one party who will hope it may be 
done soon.

Aberhart were born in 
Ontario. Hon. Herbert Greenfield, first of the

Problems Of Thin Folks

When a thin person desires to gain, usually 
he attempts to stuff himself with food, but this 
generally does not bring about a satisfactory 
gain in weight. The thin person frequently has 
a poor digestive system, and often suffers from 
intestinal poisoning. Since these 
individuals have difficulty in 
digesting even a small amount 
of food, it is the height of 
folly to expect that a larger 
quantity of food will be used 
advantageously. Probably, 
there are more people trying 
to gain weight than there are 
trying to reduce and because 
of the many factors that will 
| cause thinness, the problem 
Dr. F. McCoy ps. gaining is the more difficult 

It must be remembered that some are born 
with a tendency to a slender body while others 
are inclined to be stout. That is, we are born 
with a leaning toward a certain type and this 
inclination can not be changed to any great 
extent in one lifetime. While these tendencies 
may be modified to some extent, they can not 
be entirely overcome. As a race horse is born 
and not made, and differs in many respects 
from a plow horse, even so are humans divided 
into various types. The race horse should be 
lean and becomes useless if an attempt is made 
to put weight on him and turn him into a plow 
horse. The plow horse is “naturally” heavy 
and whereas his best efficiency may be obtained 
if he is not allowed to grow too fat, his general 
contour is such that we can not make a lean, 
fast horse out of him. 

If you are naturally thin, you may, by dil- 
igent training, develop a beautiful, graceful body 
of the race horse type, with a keen mind, and 
built for a long life with plenty of mental and 
physical alertness; ‘but do not make the mistake 
of expecting to grow large and bulky. 

When I am asked the question, “Can I gain 
weight?” I answer, “I do not know.” I do know 
that you can become healthy if you are willing 


severe 


to follow those habits which build health. If. 


you are thin, you will find it possible to develop 
your body so that you will have a symmetrical 
form of a slender type. The ideal to keep in 
mind should be one of perfect health, and you 
should not be content until you achieve your 
desire’ for health. 

Your doctor will be able to tell you by var- 
ious tests if you are 100 per cent efficient, and 
your mirror will not deceive you, if you are 
Satisfied with strength and health, regardless 
of bulk. The scales alone do not measure health, 
so do not be concerned if your weight does not 
agree with your height according to average 
measurements. 

Study how to be healthy, and improve the 
efficiency of all of your bodily functions by 
such measures as diet and exercise. Also, get 
the good out of constructive mental habits. Do 
not allow thoughts of fear, worry, anxiety and 
criticism to control you, as these destructive 
emotions are a potent factor in keeping you 
thin. Eat only that amount of food which you 
can digest and turn into good tissue, and do 
not attempt to increase your weight by a 
“stuffing” process. 

Nature can not be bribed into making 
miraculous changes to suit your whim, and the 
only chance you may have for gaining a beau- 
tiful body will be to live according to natural 
laws. And you will no doubt be surprised 
when I say, “Get thinner first.” 

The one who is very thin is suffering from 
some type of toxemia which is interfering with 
normal metabolism and thereby preventing 
normal assimilation. The one who is thin needs 
to eliminate these chemical poisons which are 
interfering with normal functional activity. 
This elimination is best secured by using the 
short fast. The thin patient usually loses two 
or three pounds the first day and then only 
about half a pound each following day. Of 
course, some of this is fatty weight but as the 
fat and excess fluids are eliminated from the 
body, the toxins will wlso be thrown out.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this day, while we are pay- 
ing our tribute to the men who 
died in the Great War and of 
those who have since died from 
the effects of their service, let 
us also remember the men, who, 
on this date in 1813, fought, and 
won, one of the most notable bat- 
tles in our history, that of Chrys- 
ler's Farm, near Morrisburg. That 
victory was a notable illustration 
of the birth of that national unity 
which has made the Dominion of 
Canada possible. On a monument 
on the battlefield, dedicated by 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell, then prime 
minister, in 1895, is the inscrip- 
tion:

Approaching railway tracks at 
99 avenue and 101 street at a fast 
clip, Canfield is reported to have 
lost control of his car. Unable to 
take the slight turn over the tracks 
and up the grade, Canfield’s car 
skidded sideways for nearly 100 
fect and then crashed with terrific 
force into the taxi driven by 
Roberts. 


TERRIFIC IMPACT 

The cars met with terrific force 
and the impact of the collision 
hurled Miss Thompson through a 


car, the jagged edges of glass 
cutting a deep gash in Miss 
Thompson's throat. She was rush- 
ed to the hospital where she was 
given medical attention by Doctor 
Gordon Gray. 

Miss Thompson is now reported 
resting well and thought to be out 
of danger. 

Police officials believe the speed 
of the Canfield car was mainly re- 
sponsible for the accident when it 
skidded across the tracks and hit 
the southbound taxi.
